The Knell of McCurdyism 


Xew York believes that at last the 


knell of McCurdyism in Lhe Tviu-'.ai 
Life Insurance Company was sounded 
Thursday, when the special commit- 
tee, composed of Stuyvesant Fish, 
William H. Truesdale and John \V. 
Auchincloss, appointed to investigate 
the 'evils of the management of the 
corporation, made a preliminary report 
at a special meeting of the board of 
trustees. 


The report contained three com- 


fiumic'atioiis of peculiar interest. 


One was from President McCuvdy, 


saying thut if his salary of $150,000 is 
too large, in the opinion of the com- 
•miuce, he willingly would accept any j 
reduction it might see fit to'make. 


The 
second 
communication 
was 


from President McCurdy's son. Robert 
H.' McCurdy, general manager of the j 
company, in which he said that if the 
• 


committee considered 


on foreign Business too Targe ne would 
accept any reduction it Saw fit to 
make. 


Agents Agree to Cut. 


The third was from Charles M. Ray- 


mond & Co., of which Louis A. The- 
baud, son-in-law of President McCurdy, 
is the dominant partner. 
Thebaud 


received ?H7,OpO in 1904 as his sliare 
of the high commissions given Ray- 
mond £ Co. The firm wrote the com- 
mittee they would agree to accept any 
reasonable change in their contract 
that the committee might see fit to 
make. . 


The committee directed President 


McCurdy to summon to this city An- 
drew C. Fields, the legislative agent of 
the Mutual, who spent such immense 
sums of the policy holders' money 
without giving any detailed statement 
of disbursements or any explanation 
that would show why the expenditures 
were made. It also directed that the 
legislative house maintained at Albany 
for .the use of Fieldsxat once be aban- 
doned, and that the whole manage- 
ment of the- supply department, of 
which Fields was the head, to be reor- 
ganised and its personnel changed. 


Not only was.every, recomrendation 


of the'committee adopted, but Presi- 
dent McCurdy voluntarily cut his sal- 
ary of $150,000 a year in half, reducing 
ii to $75.000. He also announced thai 
other reductions in the salaries of the 
principal executive officers had been 
made, which, with his,'would amount 
in all to $145,000 to $150,000 a year. 


Policy One' of Retrenchment. 


President McCurdy in his address 


to the trustees" outlined a policy of 
retrenchment the executive officers 
had decided upon. 
He declared he 


did not know what was contained in 
t?:e report of the special investigating 
committee, and he did not desire to 
forestall anything it migiU do, for he 
would abide by its decision. 
. He said that during t'.ie forty-five 
years he had been in the service of 
the Mutual, the company had grown 
until it stands unrivaled for tho mag- 
nitude of its assets. 
"Whatever crit- 


icism may have been made of fea- 
tures of its administration, he de- 
clared the fact remains that no policy 
holder of the company need ever ea- 
tertaiu the shadow of a doubt that his 
policy, with all accretions, will be 
paid in full when due. 


Mr. McCurdy said the merit in the 


company.'s upbuilding was not his 
alone. 
All the officers had labored 


together. 


He was aware, he said, that the 


management had • been subjected to 
severe criticism and that the com- 
pany's business had -•suffered i.o a 
great extent. 


All Criticism Not Deserved. 


"I am far from admitting," he con- 


tinued, "that all criticising which has 
been made is just or deserved, but,. 
on the other hand, 1 am not so blind 
as "not to know that a public; opinion 
unfavorable to the administration has 
been created, and that its persistence 
must continue to work harm to the 
business of the company." 


Tho principal reform demanded was 


the reduction in the cost" of insurance. 
He had set an example in retrench- 
ment by asking that his salary be cut 
in half. Commission agencies will be 
changed to a salary basis and legisla- 
tive expenses win be done away with, 
policy, holders' protective committees 
taking the place of 
salaried 
legal 


agent's. 
His plans call for a reduc- 


tion of expense in every branch of the 
business. 
In conclusion he said: 


"Of one thing I feel certain, that no 


officer or trustee of this company has 
mads any unlawful profit out of his 
office."

In the old days wood was burned 


liy the engines of 
the 
Galena and 


c'hicago Union Railroad, the parent 
company of the 
present 
Chicago & 


Northwestern system. At one or the 
annual meetings of this1 parent com- 
pany, 
President Van Nortwick 
an- 


nounced to ' tho stockholders that he 
had bought a certain woodland at El- 
gin, 111.,—now little more than a sub- 
urb of Chicago—and that he felt like 
congratulating the company that this 
wood tract would forever secure suf- 
ficient fuel for the company's locomo- 
tives, fame years after, when, the 
Chicago and Northwestern was per- 
fected, one oC the officers was called 
to President Van Nortwick's 
state- 


ment. This officer made a rapid com- 
putation', which'showed that the El- 
gin woodland would not furnish kind- 
ling wood enough 1'or the road's loco- 
motives for even.a single year, which 
suggests the fact that the annual con- 
sumption of railroad ties alone'in the 
ITnited States is 120,000,000, 'or fully 
one-sixth of the total cut of timber. 
In addition to this' there 
are

est' destruction,

within forty years will be absolutely 
denuded' of mercantile timber. 


Maude Adams a Tree Planter. 


Maude Adams is credited 
by 
the 


daily press with a deeper insight into 
the needs of. the future than the rail- 
road presidents, for she is stated to 
have planted upon her Long Island 
property a hundred 
thousand locust 


trees which will 'make the very best 
and lasting telegraph poles' and rail- 
road ties. 
The. suggestion is made 


that the railroads plant tie and pole 
timber along- their thousands of miles 
of right of way which would furnish 
an inexhaustible timber supply on the 
spot. The wisdom of planting rights 
of way to trees1 is questionable.

these 'days of fast trains nothing is 
more dangerous to those who must 
drive over railroad crossings than to 
have the view of the track- obscured 
by trees.

trees have once reached a period 'of 
growth which gives them a marketable 
value, 
intelligent

State tax for educational purposes

1903.—$37,405.90'. 
; 


Special charges on Rock county: 


for the state hospital—$1,S13.4S; for 
the Northern Hospital for the Insane 
—•$]55.84; for the Industrial 
School 


of Boys—$74G.C2; for-the Wisconsin 
Home for the Feeble-Minded—$1,791.- 
20; total—$4,507.14. 
Special charges 


on school districts, principal together 
with interest, are placed at $2,99C.07 
and the aggregate of.state tax and 
special charges is $44,909.11. 


There is also levied the sum of $34',- 


29(5.08 county school tax to be appor- 
tioned, and levied upon 
the 
taxable 


property of the several towns1, villages 
and cities in the county in sums equal 
in amount to the school fund income 
apportioned to said towns, 
villages 


and cities by the state for the cur- 
rent year. 


The report shows that $70,00!) will 


be needed for general purposes, 
of 


which sum $10,000. is1 to pay the asy- 
lum bonds 121 to 140, inclusive, which 
will be due April 1, 190G. and also to 
pay $1,500 interest on said bonds, due 
April 1 and Oct. .1. ]90G. 


There is also levied on the taxable 


property of the county one-tenth of 
one mill- tax. amounting to $4,700, for 
soldiers' relief purposes. 


Taxable property of the comity, with 


the exception of the cities of Janes- 
ville and Beloit, is1 levied upon i'or 
the sum of $2,000 i'or the compensa- 
tion and allowances of the county sup- 
erintendents of schools. 


The school fund tax is in reality a 


state tax and is so regarded. 
Last 


year the county paid to the state $40,- 
34-1.73 for educational purposes and 
received back from the state for the 
same purposes, on the basis of school 
population, $34.29G.OS. 
So that the 


difference of something over $G,000 
represents what 
taxpayers 
actually 


had to turn over to the state for the 
general purposes of education. Under, 
this1 system sparsely settled counties 
get back for the state for .the support' 
of their schools considerable 
more 


than they pay in, and the older sec- 
tions where abundant educational op- 
portunities and facilities exist 
have- 


to share in the burden. 


The county board -decided not to 


issue bonds to secure money 
with 


which to pay for the addition to the 
courthouse. 
Instead the money will 


be paid out from the treasury and if, 
towards the end of the year, sufficient 
funds for general expense1 are 
not 


available, a few thousands may be 
borrowed.
